The following is a digest of a section of a 
report rendered to the American Philological 
Association by its Committee on Educational 
Training and Trends and approved by the Direc- 
tors and by the membership attending the 
business meeting of the Association on Decem- 
ber 30, 1955, at Chicago. It is presented here 
as a matter of interest to classicists. 


As the committee sees it, in connection with the 
survival of Latin in the public schools there are two 
immediate major problems facing the profession: first, 
the problem of the widespread and everspreading 
2 year pattern and the (dangerously) low enroll- 
ment in HLIV; secondly, the closely related problem 
of teacher-recruitment and training (the latter, ie 
training, becomes a major problem in its own right 
if stop-gap measures become necessary for the solution 
of the present shortage), Therefore, to make a start, 
however modest, in dealing with these problems and 
other related ones, we make the following recom: 
mendations to the Directors and membership of the 
Association: 

1. That the American Philological Association in 
vite the American Classical League and the regional 
classical associations to join it in sponsoring the for 
mation of a special steering committee composed of 
one representative each (in addition to the presidents 
who would be ex officio members) from the constit- 
uent organizations, whose general duties would be to 
initiate and direct actions concerned with the 
strengthening of the Classics and thus of American 
education as a whole, and whose specific task of 
the moment would be to determine the ways and 
means of dealing, particularly in short-range terms, 
with the present teachershortage, especially on the 
public school level 

2. That the CETT be 
investigative, reportagial, 


continue its 
activities, 


advised to 


and advisory 
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render its report concerning the graduate level, and 
make plans to explore the college level. 

3. That the following working committees be estab- 
lished as provisional sub-committees of CETT, sub- 
ject to reorganization by the proposed steering com- 
mittee when it becomes active, each composed of 2-4 
members directly appointed by the APA Board of 
Directors, and charged with a specific undertaking: 

a. Committee A: Its task would be the improve- 
ment of the situation at the III and IV levels. It 
would be charged with getting in touch with and 
organizing the efforts of individuals and agencies 
in the various regions who can work effectively at 
the local level. 

b. Committee B: Its task would be to assess the 
present national 2-year pattern and to provide judg- 
ments for the guidance of the profession on such 
questions as: Is it possible or feasible to have two 
kinds of Latin II one terminal and one continua: 
tion? Is there more appropriate reading matter for 
the second year of Latin? What effect will the grow- 
ing movement to introduce modern foreign languages 
in the elementary schools have on the place of Latin 
in the high-school curriculum (will it fix the 2-year 
pattern even more firmly?), and on methods of teach- 
ing it? 

c. Committee C: Its task would be to bring the 
secondary-school and college levels closer together by 
establishing better communication between the two 
and disseminating information about each to each. 

The relationship between the proposed steering 
committee and Committees A. B, and C has been left 
undetermined in order to avoid a premature rigidity 
of structure. The formation of the steering committee 
and the formulation of its policy might require a con- 
siderable amount of time. On the other hand, Com- 
mittees A, B, and C could begin functioning in a 
modest way almost immediately. Modification and im- 
provement of the presently proposed loose structure 
could be worked out later.

This first volume of “entretiens” sponsored and pub- 
lished by the Fondation Hardt is notable for more than 
its theme and its distinguished cast of participants, This 
is a new and highly interesting form of international colla- 
boration in classical scholarship. In September 1952 seven 
scholars from five different countries, speaking three dif- 
ferent languages, sat down at Vandoeuvres near Geneva 
to spend a week discussing, in leisurely yet concentrated 
fashion, the classical Greek notion of divinity—-or, more 
precisely, of the divine, to theion. Each session began with 
a mise au point in the form of a discourse by one of the 
participants; then followed a general discussion, which 
is also reported. One does not know which to admire 
more, the dense, rich content of the discussions or the 
fact that they were carried on, apparently with perfect 
ease, in three languages at once. Such trilingualism in the 
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proper 
century 


service of a common aim is or ought to be the 
symbol of classical studies in mid-twentieth 
The treatment of the subject is in general chronolog: 
cal: Introductory Lecture, Rose; Homer, Chantraine; He- 
siod, Snell; Pre-Socratics, Gigon; Aeschylus and Sopho 
cles, Kitto; Euripides, Chapouthier; Plato, Verdenius; but 
the discussion often glances before and after. At first one 
misses a summary of the results, then on second thought 
one realizes that the point of the whole undertaking was 
not “results” but the meeting of minds and points of view 
It is a most interesting confrontation: the enlightened ra- 
tionalism of Rose, the serried, nuanced documentation of 
Chantraine, the ripe subtlety of Snell, ete., etc. National 
and individual traits meet in a rich blend. To me the last 
two “lectures,” Chapouthier’s subtle evocation of Eu- 
ripides’ religiosity and Verdenius’ balanced, sure-footed 
exploration of “Platons Gottesbegriff,” seem the best and 
most challenging. But the whole book is worth reading 
closely. We await the next volumes in the series (three 
more “entretiens” have been held already) with impati- 
ence.

monumental editions of Pease and Buscaroli, but provide 
a most useful and up-to-date interpretation of what is 
undoubtedly the best known book of the Aeneid 

The text is a reprint from Hirtzel’s edition (O.C.T.), 
but Austin disagrees with Hirtzel on five passages and 
argues convincingly for incensum animum inflammavit in 
54; subnixus in 217; diripient in 593; celerabat in 641; 
and rogos for gradus in 646. The commentary will be 
valuable to students and teachers alike. References to 
books and articles are numerous, and many topics are 
treated at considerable length, e.g., unfinished lines (44), 
prosody of conubium (126), interplay of ictus and accent 
(132), hiatus (235), the epithet pius (393), papaver 
(486), and Dido's ritual (498); Austin devotes two pages 
to the interpretation of 550-551 “will 
have a different message for every reader of Virgil” (p 
164) 

Although Austin refers frequently to Page’s commen- 
tary, he disagrees violently with his predecessor on Aeneas’ 
attitude toward Dido, Page (p. xviii) called Aeneas 
temptible™; cf. his words (p. xix) on at pius Aeneas, which 
Austin rightly considers (p. 121) 
leading.” Austin believes that Aeneas’ agony was, in its
